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VERYONE believes in miracles! 
To deny them is as unscientific 
as it is sceptical. Let the atheist 
trumpet his disbelief in the existence 
of God, of Divine intervention in hu- 
man affairs, of life after death; but he 
dare not deny the existence of mira- 
cles. The facts of science and history 
would swarm to the defense; they 
would laugh him to scorn. For by 
whatever name you call it . . . natu- 
ral law, physical phenomena, acts of 
God, moral force or Mother Nature 
. . miracles happen within us and 
about us tweny-four hours a day. We 
live in a world so full of miracles our 
jaded senses weary with the reporting. 
For centuries man fumbled with his 
clumsy keys trying to pick the lock of 
God’s universe. Stored up within a 
tiny invisible substance was a world 
of energy that could do miraculous 
things. Then man found the right key 
and miracles began to happen. Ener- 
gy was released but man had made 
neither the key, nor the energy; he 
merely had discovered the right com- 
binations. 

The tombs of the Pharaohs held 
their secrets for milleniums until 
someone unlocked the vaults and 
brought to the world the treasures of 
antiquity. Among them were seeds 
deposited in urns that had been left 
for the use of the Pharaoh in another 
world. They were small, shriveled 
seeds that a sceptic would have dis- 
carded as worthless. But true science 
has no time to be cynical; there are

too many worlds to conquer. Some- 
one planted those seeds, watered 
them, exposed them to the sun and 
miracles of miracles, seeds that had 
lain dormant for centuries burst their 
vest buttons and grew, grew, grew. 
A substance we call “life” was cap- 
tive within those seeds . . . as with- 
in all seeds . . . and waits only for 
someone to set the stage for its mira- 
cle to happen. 

To the Christian, these are exciting 
things. He is not paralyzed by unbe- 
lief, nor crippled by sneers. He has 
an Almighty God enthroned on the 
circle of the universe and knows that 
all power flows down from Him. For 
what we call “energy” in the atom 
and “life” in the seed is the same pow- 
er that operated through Jesus Christ, 
the Eternal Word, that Incorruptible 
Seed. “I am come that they might 
have life and that they might have it 
more abundantly.” 

But our problem is not with a be- 
lief in the miraculous. We merely 
stumble about looking for the key. 
Our push-button age conditions us to 
demand push-button miracles. If God 
wants to perform the unusual, we will 
let Him, nor would we lift a finger to 
co-operate. 

But neither science, commerce, in- 
dustry, nor government work like this. 
They leave nothing to chance — noth- 
ing to coincidence. Whether in the 
laboratory or at the council chambers 
of diplomacy, men set the stage for 
miracles by painstaking effort and 


then believe with magnificent faith 
... faith that puts ours to shame 
. . . that miracles do happen. 

If men without God can exercise 
such faith why not men who know 
their God? “They that know their 
God shall do exploits.” 

Thus, in the world of the spirit, that 
Divine realm called, “The Kingdom of 
God,” miracles happen because spirit- 
ually perceptive people painstaking- 
ly set the stage for miracles. God is 
a partner with such people. 

Years ago a little English shoemaker 
embarked for India on an historic 
journey. He was destined to become 
the Father of Protestant Missions. 
The theologians and prelates mocked 
at such as he conquering a pagan peo- 
ple for God. But he left behind him 
a formula for miracle that is immor- 
tal. He cried, “Attempt great things 
for God. Expect great things from 
God.” 

It is in the “attempting” that we 
prepare the ground for Divine inter- 
ventions. Latent in the Word of God 
is a world of supernatural power wait- 
ing only to be released. Few people 
can split an atom but a child can plant 
a seed. So simple also is the process 
by which the humblest saint can plant 
the Incorruptible Seed and -exper- 
ience the power of God. 

FORMULA FOR MIRACLE 

There appears to be a four-step 
formula which can become the key to 
unlock these Divine resources latent 
in the universe around us and within 
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stage for miracle. 
l. Dream Big Dreams. 
Miracles begin with dreams. The 


_ awesome sky-scraper, the mighty sus- 


pension bridge, the flaming missiles, 
the orbiting satellites, all began with 
a dream. Someone lived with that 
dream ...communed with it... 
took council with it till desire was 
seven times hot. For dreams are the 


fuel of desire. 


the Word of God. By this we set the 
- In like manner, the first step toward 
a personal miracle must always be the 
vision of the imagination. For dreams 
reach out into the world of the unreal 
and bring into sharp focus that which 


at present does not exist. Dreams are 


a part of faith. Hebrews chapter 11 
says: “Now faith is the substance of 
things hoped for.” “Things hoped 


_ for” are things dreamed about... 


envisioned in the mind as already ex- 
isting. 
And to prove that desire is impor- 


_ tant to miracle, Jesus said, “Whatso- 


- ever ye desire when ye pray believe 


that you receive it and ye shall have 
it.” So before ever we attempt great 
things for God we must be a dreamer 
of dreams. 

2. Think Big Thoughts. 

The second step in the process is 
to think great thoughts. We seldom 
realize the power of our thought pat- 
terns. Small thoughts make small peo- 
ple. Habits of thinking can either 


- make or destroy us. And in some 


strange way we seem to attract into 


- our lives the consequences of our 


thought life. Thus, trouble attracts 
trouble, fear attracts catastrophe, 
faith attracts miracles. 

Nor do we realize that we have the 
power to control our thoughts. Our 
minds are not sieves through which 
we must allow any thought to pass 


_ that demands entrance. We are the 


tions for us. 


“Keeper of the Keys.” We may say 
to some thoughts... “Thou shalt 
not pass.” 

In Jeremiah 29:11 God says, “For I 
know the thoughts that I think to- 
ward you . . . thoughts of peace and 
not of evil to give you an unexpected 
end.” The Lord holds great expecta- 
He has an “expected 
end” and will not hesitate to perform 
miracles to achieve it. We are in His 
thoughts constantly. How shameful 


_ that we only remember Him casually. 


We will never know the power of 
a personal miracle until we deliberate- 
ly fill our minds with thoughts of God. 
Think of His greatness, His goodness, 
His faithfulness. Let Him fill the 


_ whole horizon of your thinking until 
_ you are as aware of Him as of any 
_ other person you know. Think Big 
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Thoughts about a great God. 


8. Believe with Big Faith. 

The third step in setting the 
stage for miracles is not as difficult as 
it may seem, for people who fill their 
minds with thoughts of God create a 
climate that breeds faith. 

Faith is the power captive within 
the Word of God. It comes by hear- 
ing (or knowing) and hearing by the 
Word of God. He who would attempt 
great things for God must learn how 
te “expect” great things from God. 
That is faith. 

Miracles on any level begin to oc- 
cur when we deliberately marshall the 
promises of God and march them up 
and down on the parade ground of 
our hearts. We memorize them, we 
meditate upon them, we quote them 
to ourselves, we make them our daily 
companions. Then they infiltrate into 
the deep, mystic areas of our lives 
like seeds planted in good soil. Then 
they begin to release their energy. 
Like Stephen we become “full of 
faith and full of the Holy Ghost” for 
“faith is (a) substance” of things 
hoped for and becomes the evidence 
of things not seen. 

Watch for the great affirmations of 
Scripture! To affirm something as 
true is to put faith into words and re- 
peat them again and again. The 


Twenty-third Psalm is full of such af- 
firmations. 


“I shall not want” ... because 
“The Lord, is my Shepherd.” 
“I will fear no evil” ... because 


“Thou art with me.” 

“He leadeth me” . . . “His rod and 

staff comfort me.” 

“I shall dwell in the house of the 

Lord forever.” 

Repeating again and again these 
great affirmations has a healing balm 
that can drive out the viruses of 
doubt, fear, anxiety and unbelief. Oh, 
believe with Big Faith! 

4. Act with Big Effort. 

Faith without works is worthless, 
we would paraphrase a well-known 
verse, “Acting as if” is important to 
faith. Peter would never have known 
he could walk on the water if he had 
not first attempted the feat. 

Having dreamed great dreams, 
thought great thoughts, and believed 
with great believing, all would be 
lost if we did not “attempt great 
things.” Somewhere we must show 
that our works equal our faith. 

Hebrews chapter?eleven is a chron- 
icle of action. By faith... “Abel 
offered,” “Enoch walked,” “Noah 
built,” “Abraham obeyed.” These 
were the acts of holy men and women

A Short Pastorate

Long or short pastoratesP I once 
heard a debate on this subject. The 
minister who spoke for the short pas- 
torates was dynamic and to the point. 
He said, “I have never served a church 
for a year but that I have found some 
people from whom I was glad to 
move. 


He did not know it, but in those 
words he had crowded the best argu- 
ments for a long term pastorate. For 
he describes the type of minister who 
will find little compensation in his 
chosen field. The minister who goes 
into a parish With the idea of finding 
people he would like to move from, 
lacks the first quality of a spiritual 
leader. 


Running away from trouble helps 
neither the church not the minister. 
The preacher himself, who follows 
that pattern, will miss many of the 
compensations of his work. 


The short term pastor will miss the 
great thrill of seeing the babies he 
dedicated, and later welcomed into 
the church, grow to maturity and 


bring their own children. He will miss 
the confidence of the community 
leaders which can only be achieved by 
years of sharing in the community life. 
He will miss the satisfaction which 
comes from following through a long 
program to fruition. In short, he is 
left with only an experience of new- 
ness. 

The church which is subjected to a 
series of short pastorates will miss the 
joy of development. Rome was not 
built in a day nor can a church reach 
maturity in a few months. It requires 
consecration and persistence. That is 
the way in which character develops 
in both ministers and churches. 

A minister is not dependent upon 
the perfect church. He knows that 
people vary in character and disposi- 
tion. But as a leader he takes these 
facts and adjusts himself to them. He 
will count his failures and his gains. 
But he always remembers, as George 
Washington wrote, “If you can’t have 
people as you like them, you must 
take them as they are.” 
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J HEN THE fulness of the time 
‘Y was come, God sent forth His 

son, made of a woman, made under 

the law” (Gal. 4:4). |

Meet Delmar Ralph 


Delmar Grant Ralph was born May 
13, 1931, in Kennewick, Washington. 
The doctor said he could not live 
more than an hour after birth, but our 
God gives or takes life as he chooses 
and in this case, he chose to give life. 
Shortly after the start of World War 
II, the Ralphs settled in Esparto, Cal- 
ifornia, which is about 45 miles west 
of Sacramento. 

It was 1945 when Delmar was 12 
years of age that he first heard the 
story of salvation. A little old lady 
would come to their home almost 
every Saturday inviting the Ralphs to 
Sunday school. Finally after several 
months had passed, Delmar and his 
mother attended the United Brethren 
Church in Esparto. They continued 
going to church. In the fall of that 
year a missionary by the name of Rev- 
erend Casterson returned from the 
Hawaiian Islands for a rest. Brother 
Casterson began to hold nightly 
meetings. After listening to several 
straight-forward messages annointed 
by the Holy Spirit, Delmar went for- 
ward and with the missionary praying 
with him, he found the Lord Jesus 
Christ as his personal Saviour. 

Near the end of the Second World 
War the Ralphs moved to the middle 
West and settled in the little town of 
Kellyville, Oklahoma. There Delmar 
attended and finished high school. It 
was during an electrical storm on a

In 1952 Delmar moved with his 
family to the capital of California and 
was employed by the Aerojet-General 
Corporation in the stores department. 
At the present time he is a stockclerk

Del- 
mar has been active in Sunday school 
and church work, serving as a deacon 
and teacher of the intermediate boys.

The second district council meeting 
of the Assemblies of God of the state 
of Minas Gerais (General Mines), 
Brazil, was held September 1-4 in Di- 
vinopolis, headquarters of the Bern- 
hard Johnsons Jr. 

Ninety-five pastors representing 75 
cities were registered as well as over 
400 out-of-town delegates and other 
believers..
